Greoks at Constantineple.—The affecting sepplication from 
the Greeks at Constantioople to their Christian, brethren was 
peblished is oor paper of lest Friday. It came from the yet un- 
mar dered remoant of a people, on the point, as they perhaps teo 
jos tly dread of immediate and total annihilation. We left it to work 
its own way te the bearts of all Englishmen who could feel for the 
outraged rights of human natare, for religion grievously perseca- 
ted, and for the honor of Christian Berope essentially and uni ver- 
sally disgraced. The narrative bas in that respect even oatran our 
expectations. We know not that any tragedy On record ever 
produced io this country a movement of deeper horror thee this 
recital of the atrocities inflicted by cold-blooded and remorseless 
infidels on wuoffending believers in the came Ged whom we wor- 
ship, and fer wo intelligible provecatian, but that of their being 
fellow-wershippers with ws. The fects are few, bat worthy of 
remembrance. Of the inhebitaats of Scie, in number an bun- 
dred thoesand, the males have been exterminated almost to 4 
man —the females violated —the children torn from the breasts 
of the arms of their mothers, and sold to slavery, or reserved for 
future or disgusting degradation, The country, vith its aume- 
rons seats and bappy villages, is made a desert, and nothing re- 
mains of that whieh was the most civilized and delightful islaad 
of the Archipelago bet onc huge monument of devastation. —The 
details of these desolations we need not repeat, aed wemust not 
weaken the doseriptioe of the unbappy Grecks themecives, by 
attempting to vary itsform. ‘What identifies the counci!s of the 
Ottoman Government with the most odious abominations tbat 
were commitied at Scio is, the delibernte massacre of ten of the 
hostages who had been sent to Constantinople, and of whom six, 
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t feat tendency to confirm both classes of prognostics which we 
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as stated by a member of the Heuse of Commons, were empsied ;

aide the Castle walls by command of the Pasha. 
attempt « palliation of such enormoaserime by jnsinuatiog any 
charge of previous creeity against the Greek nation.

let, How long ago had it happesed t 24, What was the most hei- 
noes part of the aecusation, but that Greek soldiers, after carry- 
ing the city by storm, bad put e Turkish garrison te the sword ; 
and sot after a storm merely, bet after a violation by the Turks 
themselves of a solemn treaty! And is this to be compared with 
a cee! butchery of the innocent elders of a defenceless people, 
not following elose apon the beela of conflict, nor usefal te any 
purpose of safety, por coufermable te any practice of even the 
most savage war’ Does such condect not naturally throw a 
a cload of gleom and apprehension over the heart of every man 
who feels for the existence of Christianity in the Bast —for the 
rendition of three millions of fellow-eresteres and feliow-Christi- 
aos—end, te bring the matter home, as one of more olreet, though 
less elevated interest—of every man whe valees the pesce of 
Berope itself? Atan carly stage to the diplomatic controversies 
at Constantinople, we expressed ovr dowbts as to the prarticn- 
bility of obtaining from the O1toman Government any seearities 
deserving the confidence of Eeropr. for its treatment of the Geek 
maties, so far gone in armed insurrection against their masters 
We bave often since declared or belief that Terk and Grerk 
roald bever ageia resame their old relation of tyrant and slave, 
The e@icting events on which we have remarked, heve @ maai- 
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have just recalled to eotice; nor isit, we think possible that the 
treatment experienced by the Seiote hostages, and the nation to 
which they belong, should fail to produce a very decisive sensa- 
tien, pot enly ia the minds of the whole Greek people, bot of those 
governments whose cares have, fer the Inst 18 months, bepn 
maloly eccepled by questions arising out of the subjection of 
Greece to Turkey. , 

The Budget.—Thore are (wo novelties respecting the Budget 
of the present year :—firat, ite late production; next, its com- 
prising, even at this ite tardy eppearadce, seme net yet voted, Ia 
every othor respect it resembles antecedent expostions of the 
same oature—it Is dark, complicated, aneatisfactory, With 
respoct te the much-dispoted sabject of the sinking fand, it is 
allowed on all hands that there is no real sinking fund, except 
by so much as our income exceeds our expenses. The total ia- 
come of the year ended the Sth of Janaary, 1898, the Chencelior 
of the Exchequer estimated at 66,470,0001,, inclading the ad- 
vances to be made by the Commissioners for the payment of 
naval and military pensions. He set ageinet thie the probable 
charge fer the Unfanded Debt; the miscellaneous charges 
on the Consolidated Pund; the Army Bistimates, stated at 
7.700,0001.; the Nevy, 6,600,0001,; the Ordaance, 1,900,000), ; 
Miscellaneous, 1.600,000!: amounting te the whele to more tban 
60,000,000!. This dedacied from the estimated income would leave 
® sarples of 6,000,0001.; bat Mr, Ricardo, la an elaborate siate- 
iment, through which we shall net carry our readers, showed that

What the Chancellor of the Exebeqoer may represent as in-~ 
come next year, we know not; bet be has given as « painful bint 
of what he and bie colleagues moan to be our expenses: “ for,” 
says the right hencerable Geotleman, “ the House will perbaps 
silow mo to take a prospective view of oer probable expenditure 
fof the yoar 1833.” He then goes on and estimates the army 
( prowided nagztrasrdinaries are required far Ireland ) at 7,706,0001, the 
navy at 6,600,59001,, the ordnaves at 1,300,0001. The ermy this 
year stands the Sowntry at the precise som here assumed as ite 
oost next year, with 290,000!, more for Ireland. The navy, ord~ 
nanes, and miscollancous, this year, are alse the same as thet 
which be assumes their amount next year, So that he moans 
the consiry to continags, so long ac the peace legate, to live ander 
theee immense establishments; adding really, year afier year, 
to the national debi; and not, en the other side, dimisishing that 
debt by one farthing, exeept it be by foreing the orediter to take 
lees interest. 


We beg that this prospective establishment may be consi- 
dered and well remembered, Ministers mean to impose it opos 
as: bot, should public distress force Parliament te cross their 
views « little, thew we shall be told by their paltry sneaking ad- 
berents, that “ they deserve the gratitude of the country,” for giv- 
ing ap thie tox or that aseless place—that is, for relinguishin 
what they coold not get, bat what they did most wickedly jate 
and endeavour (as they will do) to wring from the sation, 

The Chanesilars of the Exchequer bopes thet peblie business 
will not now be obstructed ; \q other words, Ministers heving ex- 
hewsted the patienes of the Hoase and country, by the late period 
to which they have detained Pasliament sitting, hope that they 
shall aow be suffered to avail thomscives of thelr Own Wrong: ang 
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beiag able to make wp s majority of plaeemen and pensioners, 
presume that they shail be able t6 force down the remaising es- 
timates, withoat any examination. Tt is proper, therefore, to 
observe how much remains to be voted. The total of the ways 
and means for the year amount to 17,816,0001. ; but of this sum 
Odly 15,800,000!, have as yet been sanctioned by Parliament : 
there remain, therefore, on the 24 of Jaly, of this year's services 
for which the estimates have really not bees voted, to the amount 
of 2,500,0001.; aed this sam is expected to herr; over, bem gre 
mal gre, by the sumerical force of those who participate so large- 
ly tn the receipt of it. We, in trath, feel resistance to be vain, 
bat yet think exposure useful. How singular also, in the finen- 
cial history of any Karopean coaptry, to fiad the budget presept- 
ed before the estimates are voted. — Times, 

The Cleroy.—If Tus New Times bad seen the pamphlet en- 
titled “ Remarks on the Consamptioa of Pablic Wealth by the 
Clergy of every Christian Nation,” we are satiaied be would 
never have charged its aather with proposing Chureh Robbery ; 
for bis views seem to as to coincide nearly with those of our 
Contemporary himself. We remember his expressing bie regret 
some months back, that the Clorgy of the Charch of Eugland 
were not paid by « fixed charge on the land, in the manner 
of these of Scotland, Now the author of the pamphict is an 
equally ardewt admirer with himself of the system of the Charch 
ef Seotiand, He says, “ The Kirk or Church of Sootiand, being 
the best clerical system in existence, ought not to be interfered 
with, unless perhaps an addition be made to bring ap all stipends to 
2001.” He propeses, however, a mach more liberal treatment of 
the Church of Bagland, no leas than 8,000!, to each ofthe two 
Archbishops, 3,0001. to Bishops, and other Digoitaries in propor- 
tion, with from 3501, to 2601. tothe working Clergy according to 
their cures, 

He mistakes altogether the meaning of the Author of the 
Pampbiet in what he saya about the Hearers of the Chereb of 
Baglend and Church of France, He is sot sacha fool as to at- 
tempt to state the number of people who actually attend service 
fo cither country; he merely gives from specified data the popu- 
Tation of the Catholicoand Protestant Charches in France, and the 
popsletipe of the Established and Dissident Churches io Bag- 
land. as, for instance, he makes the population of the Charch 
of Bagland, in the United Kingdom, less than ene third of the 


whole, though a very great proportion of this third may not re- ; 


gularly attend any Church whatever, Indeed, it has been calce- 
lated, that in no case ie accommodation in Charches required fer 
more than one in every three, or one in every four of « popula- 
tien, 

Whatever may be thought of the particelar plan of this 
author, few will be bold enough to maintain thet the tithe system 
ean remain long what it now is. No one would wish thet the 
Clergy should not be sufficiently paid, or even that existing inte- 
rests should be touched; but this, as we see from the example of 
Scotland, is perfectly compatible with such a regulation of tithes

ought surely to be supplied from the superflaity before the con. ; 


Bscation of private property is resorted to. Let it be borne in 
mind that confiscation has been broached without any disguise, 
not merely at the public meetings threaghout the coantry, but 
in the House of Commons itself, We can see ne distinction be- 
tween funded property aud other private property, except of that 
of the huadreds of thousands of persons having money inthe Fands, 
many have very small incomes solely derived from this source. 
The pittance of the widow and the orphan have generally been 
commited te the Public Fands, as a place of more than ordinary 
acourity, Society is as mach beand to afferd security to there 
persons, as it is to afford security to the Landbolder. But Tithes 
are a Tax imposed for the payment of a particular class of Ser. 
wants of the State, they are a burdes om preperty, and what is 
more, a burden imereasing with the inereased difficulty of prorer- 
ing food. They are not merely o Tax, and a grievous Tax on the 
Community in general, bat en impediment ia the way of caltive- 
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tion, the means of preventing property frem being tarned to des 
sceount. — Merning Chremele. '

He would say, with hic learned friend (Sir J. Macin- 
tosh) who had done se mach for the liberties of Rarepe, “ thet It was 
the law iteelf that was the ebuse, It was not the method in which the 
power wae need (hat constituted the shase; the abose was actually in 
the law itself.” But the right hon, gentioman said “ Here is my respon. 
sibility.” He (Mr. Hobbeowse) never beard that word “ responsibility,” 
bat le excited aomile, The meaning of it was, that, hereafter, the house 
might call him to aceount for the manner in which he exercised the power 
jotrnsted to him, Bathe wenld appeal te the common candour of the 
tight hon, gent. whether there was any seach thing existing as mialste. 
sial responsibility? It was, in fact, @ perfect nonentity, There weane. 
thing like iteloce the revolotion. When « coalition was made, if it were 
pot well managed, a mioleter might stand a chance of being sent to the 
Tower, like Lord Oxford; or of being threatened with Impeachment, 
like Bir Robert Walpole ; or of being placed in considerable danger, like 
Lord North, With reepect to the latter oobleman, if it had not been 
for the coalition, he would bave ron a chaner, not oflesing bis head, bat 
of losing bis honoars an emolements. The seble marquis bed asserted 
that bis right hon. friend (Mr. Peel) wold raise liberty to a pitch te 
which it had never before been exatied—thet he wonld de mach more 
for freedom then over bed been done by gentiomen on that (the oppsiii- 
on) side of the house. And what was bis first effort in favenr of free. 
dom? Why he came down to the honse and called for this unheard of 
power; for aubeard-of it certainly was, a8 the clrenmstances ander 
which it wes now demanded were different from these which formerly 
exlsied, when it wee asked for, The right honourable geetioman 
thought there was something aboot him which would recommend this 
measure, ii the proposition seemed te proceed (rom bimeetf, Tt was un. 
pleasant te speak of individuals, bet, ia his opinion, there was temething 
about the tight hon. gent.’s principles which was very far from recom. 
mending the measere te him. He conid net aveid locking on bim as a 
minteter of the Crown from wheee actions the constitation wes likely te 
receive mach harm, He sew nothing in the right hon. gent. bet a mi. 
wister whe would be most dengerons te the liberties ef bis country. He 
sald this conscientiously, bat without any wish to hurt bic feelings. The 
right ben. gentleman affected great consistency, and put on a great ep. 
earance of consclentionsness. Now it was those very qualities which, 
f his mind, gave an edge and polish to those talents, which ifthey con.

be ran the riek of bie situation, as he woeld have risked bie bead, ender 
the eperation of a like motive, when he petextracidiaary powers in 
force ageinst a suspicions foreigner whe hed recently arrived from 


: Pranece, and whe bed been concealed at different times in different 
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honses, The apparent necessity of the case wold jastify the condoct 
of the Secretary of etete when placed in cach a siteation,” This was 
old Englich constitational lenenege.

Soe, , 
Wf to “make no pretensions to koowledge” be @ certain 
proof of ignorance, as your Correspondent Vioiar seems to te- 
for, then I must admit that Lam very ignorant and be excceeding- 
ly wiee, tia very evident, however, that I have been greatly 
misunderstood and misrepresented by Viotet, for I never adve- 
cated restrictions on the Indice Taaon; but on the contrary, de~ 
clared in terme suflciontiy plain and intelligible, thet “ the Trade 
of a Country never thrives so well an when left entirely to tnelf, 
and that every attompt of the pert of Goveramem to direct or 
contro! it, almost invariably proves injarious:” but though this 
be true on geveral principles, Lam still of opinion, that individgal 
enses may oocer, in which the interference of Government would 
net only be jastibabic, hut necessary and indispensible, 


Indeed, in every instance, where the spirit of competition 
leads to sqriovs breaches of the peare, and where its operation is 
of a nature to prave destroctive of individual as well as national 
woalth, and demerslising to the people at large, a Government 
would be weak ead imbecile in the extreme, were it net to stroieh 
forth the strong arm of power and arrest the progress of the evil. 
Barely, this belengs to the “ elses of duties” alluded to by Matibus, 
though mot partionlerised ia the extracis whieh I gave in my for- 
met Letter; and I em happy to be coafirmed in this belief by the 
authority of a Geatiomen, whese loug exporienes in the Indigo

1.—Dering the prewstence of the S.W. monagon, or from March 1 
te October 1, the Pilot Scheeners cruise off the reef of Paimiras, ia 17 
or 18 fathoms, and ia shout tat. 20° 45° M. they in general eachor ddring 
the night, and cruise during the dey 

2.—I[t is certainly most desirable that they should, daring the pre- 
valence of the 6.W. monseon, be always found immediately off the 
eastera edge of the reef of Palmiras, ia about 17 fethome, end vngues- 
Siopably eet te the northward of iat. 20° 44°N. I have, however, found 
them ereasionaliy as high op es lat. 90° 61° N, which is too far to the 
northward, and Ws attended with muck disadvantage, when the wied 
henge far te the eastward, which it very frequently does at the close of 
the 8.W. monsoon, since the difficulty of getting to the eastward, is then 
jacreaeed by obtainieg the Pitet eo far te the norihward;—end the 
sin ueder sech cireamstances, advances te the worthward io quest 
efa with mach caution and enxiety. It is mack to be regret- 
ted, that no cstensibie objeet offers iter, as a rallying point at whieh
